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Che Oratorin Sorivty of New York 
Srom 1873 to 1909 


In March, 1873, Dr. Leopold Damrosch gathered together 
at his house, a few people interested in singing and founded 
the Oratorio Society. The first public concert was given on 
December 3rd, 1873, with a chorus of twenty-eight voices. 
' It is quite impossible to say that Dr. Damrosch could 
foresee that his foundation would live and be in full vigor 
and strength as an important musical factor in New York 
at the end of thirty-six years. He had within himself, 
however; a limitless musical enthusiasm, and was able to 
infuse those who met him with some of his own great artist- 
spirit; and while he might have had hopes of establishing 
something that would be of great value for music’s sake, he 
also might have had in his mind, some recollection of the 
tale of the societies that had preceded his and had also 
worked in the field of the larger forms of choral music. 

The Sacred Music Society had lived some twenty-six years 
(1823-1849) and had gone out of existence about a quarter of 
a century before Dr. Damrosch came to this country (1871). 

The New York Harmonic Society founded the year in which 
its predecessor ceased to work (1849) sang on for twenty- 
five years (until about 1874), or practically the year of the 
beginning of the career of the Oratorio Society (1873-1874). 

The Mendelssohn Society, founded in 1863, was a fore- 
runner of the Oratorio Society in that it gave entire oratorios 
as its programmes. It had a life of short duration (1863-1872). 

The Church Music Association (1869-1874) has mention 
here only because of its musical and social prominence and 
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whatever of preparation it may haye: made “for the later 
choral music work. | °C Ri: | 

The larger efforts of fhe Association included the first 
American performance of Beethoven’s “ flass in B." 

The general impression given by these dates would, there- 
fore, seem to be, that there has been practically a continuous 
public cult of choral music in New York for about eighty-six 
years, and consequently, that it has had some competent 
representation in local musical history for the entire period. 
But while the societies had been in existence, their offerings 
were such, especially for the period preceding the founding 
of the Oratorio Society, that they failed in adequate recog- 
nition or acceptance from the then musical public and hence 
ceased to live. 

Whatever were the causes or the influences that ended the 
work of these societies, there is no question that at the 
time of the foundation of the Oratorio Society, there was no 
particular reason why the history of the new company of 
singers should not be similar to that of the others; for music 
of the highest class had no particular general acceptance, 
opera was not a permanent or a stable factor, there were 
practically no chamber-music organizations, the orchestral 
concert, as we today know it, existed scarcely more than 
in a tentative state—[Theodore Thomas had to begin his 
apostolic mission for Wagner by intermixing selections from 
the master’s work with the waltzes of Strauss.] Dr. Leopold 
Damrosch, began his series of Symphony concerts in 1878. 
Under his direction, in 1884, German Opera, one of the most 
educating musical forces that has appeared in America, was 
commenced at the Metropolitan Opera House. Further, both 
Dr. Damrosch and Mr. Thomas were seriously active in the 
exploitation of the literature of chamber music. 

These new influences for music knowledge, the almost 
impetuous enthusiasm with which the public was led into 
its higher planes, the great increase in travel and general 
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«culture, made a better atmosphere in which the new Society 

was to pass its earlier life. It was, in addition, trained to 
high ideals in choral music by its conductor, and the tradition 
‘has been loyally maintained by his sons; it has been en- 
thusiastically supported by those who directly worked for its 
interests and by those who sang with it, so that it has come 
to a place today that represents the well-proportioned and 
the best in its particular sphere. 

The first and second concerts were of the ‘‘ miscellaneous’’ 
description belonging to a singing society; but before even 
the first season was ended, the Society had felt its mission, 
so to speak, and the concerts had taken the form retained 
today,—each concert given up to a work of musical mag- 
nitude and more or less importance; the ‘‘ singing society’’ 
‘had become the ‘‘ choral society.’’ 

In a few years the Society was sufficiently well-developed 
to make it the important centre of the great chorus for the 
Festival in the Seventh Regiment Armory in 1881, conducted 
by Dr. Leopold Damrosch. This festival was a bold stroke 
fer choral music; it presented it in a forceful, almost spec- 
tacular manner to the musical people of New York City. 
The challenge was taken up by other organizations and the 
fallowing of the great musical field was well and nobly done. 

Dr. Damrosch carried on his work of education and de- 
velopment for more than twelve years, when he suddenly 
died, February 15th, 1885. He was really a man among 
men; noble in personal character as well as noble as an 
artist. His musicianship was quite impeccable; his virtuo- 
sity (violin) of an high order. Contact with him was de- 
lightful, friendship was lovable. 

His work was at once taken up by his second son, Walter, 
a young man of twenty years. He had been, since he was 
about sixteen, the accompanist at rehearsals. In 1880 he 
became the organist at the concerts. There was no defection 
however, because of the death of the founder of the Society; 
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rather, every member devoted himself the more heartily 
to the work under the son’s direction. 

In the twelve and one half years of Dr. Leopold Dam- 
rosch’s conductorship, forty-nine works were given either in 
whole or in part at the Society’s concerts, or concerts in 
The list included the great 
choral classics,—Beethoven’s “Ninth Symphony,”—“ The 
$1. Matthem Passion,” Bach,—Hendel’s “Messiah,” “Judas 
Marcraharws,’— Mendelssohn’s “Elijah,” “St. Paul” and 
others. 


which the Society assisted. 


Seven of the works were novelties in this country; the 
“Bamnation of Faust” of Hector Berlioz produced a genuine 
sensation, so much so that it had five presentations within 
a fortnight, and three in the following year.

The period of the work of Walter Damrosch was marked 
by changed conditions of musical cultivation, new entourage 
and new available compositions, and the steps taken by the 
Society seemed more advanced. The concerts, first given in 
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Steinway Hall and changed to the Academy of Music in 1882, 
were transferred in 1885 to the Metropolitan Opera House. 

Furthermore, at about this time Mr. Andrew Carnegie be- 
came actively interested both in the Society and in Walter 
Damrosch. What was needed for the ideal presentation of 
the Society’s work, was explained to him and he built the 
Music Hall, to which the Society moved its concerts in 1891, 
celebrating the event by a splendid festival, made the more 
notable by the presence of the great Russian, Tschaikowsky, 
as an invited Conductor. 

After this date, the Society went on regularly with its work 
until a third festival was given in 1898 in commemoration of 
the completion of twenty-five years since its foundation by 
Dr. Leopold Damrosch. The festival was held in Music 
Hall, Walter Damrosch conducting. 

Walter Damrosch continued at the head of the Society 
until in 1889 he devoted himself wholly to opera and orches- 
tral concerts and the conductorship passed to his elder 
brother, Frank Damrosch. 

Under Walter Damrosch as its Conductor, the Society 
added twenty-three works to the list of those already sung. 
Fourteen of these works were new to the concert stage of 
this country. Of this latter group, the “#lass”° of Eduard 
Grell, a work for four complete choruses, each with its 
quartet of soloists and without orchestral or other accompani- 
ment, is the most distinguished. Saint-Saens’ “Samson anh 
Balilak’ was also a notable achievement. After his brother 
Frank had succeeded him, the Society assisted his bring- 
ing out two works, new to this country, Tschaikowsky’s 
“Eugen Onegin’ and Mahler’s “Choral Symphony” (No. 2), 
the latter being conducted by the Composer. 

Although “Plarsifal” had been given several times in 
excerpts by Dr. Leopold Damrosch, the honor of bringing it 
out as a complete work [but on the concert stage] belongs 
to the second conductor of the Oratorio Society.

When Frank Damrosch took charge of the Society (1899- 
1900) it numbered on its record a large chorus—nearly five 


hundred names. 


The general public conditions of its work had become less 
favorable and the chorus itself was difficult to train and 
perhapsalittle apathetic. After a yearorso of tentative work, 
however, the chorus was, by re-examination, cut in half. 
The standard was required to be and became, of better grade. 


? 


Good method, masterly teaching and energy, together with en- 
thusiasm infused into the singers, soon produced results and 
placed the Society on a musical level higher than ever before. 

Its recent work has been notable; the future work is full 
of promise and expectation. 

Frank Damrosch raised the Society’s repertory to eighty- 
six compositions, adding fourteen to the list of works 
produced by his father and brother. Five works were 
sung for the first time in this country; and each of them is 
an importaht contribution to choral work. “The Apostles” 
and “Ohe Kingdom” of Sir Edward Elgar—“The Children’s 
Crusade” of Pierné—“La Vita Nuova” of Wolf-Ferrari, is 
a noble list. “Ohe Dream of Gerontins” would have been 
to the Society’s credit, had its date been three days earlier. 
The honor went to Chicago. 

Beyond the presentation of this group of important com- 
positions for a first hearing, is the splendid achievement of 
the “# minor flags” of Bach and the “ flass in B” of 
Beethoven—monumental works of classic dignity.

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In the pages that follow, are recorded all the programmes 
of all the concerts given or assisted in by the Society. They 
number in all three hundred and twenty-four, of which two 
hundred and eight were regular concerts, twenty-nine, extra 
concerts given by the Society, sixty, extra concerts given in 
connection with the Symphony Society, and twenty-seven 
with other societies or organizations. Eighty-six works 
have been given in whole or in part, and twenty-six have 
been heard at the concerts for the first time in America. 
More than three hundred (338) singers of solo parts have 
sung in the concerts, regular and special, the number of 
whose engagements has reached a total of fourteen hundred 
In addition to these artists, the con- 
certs have had able assistance at the piano, the harpsi-
